Old Practice of Keeping Until Sprint 
Generally Abandoned. 
The okl method of keeping all th; 
raauure produced upon the farm aud 
spreading it iu the spring is practiced 
but little at present, says a conv 
spondeut of the American Cultivator. 
There is a time perhaps during the 
month of October when the average 
farm er is too busy husking corn and 
getting ready for winter to stop to 
haul m anure out every day or ever? 
few days. .B ut after this rush period 
the m anure should be hauled out ov» 
cry few days and spread broadcast. 
This method is very advantageous 
in that it will give the4 horses exercise 
through the winter. 
It does not take 
long each day and cuts out the tasr. 
of hauling m anure continually for tw< 
or three weeks in the busy spring sea­ 
son.

Take 
precautions 
against 
apples 
frosting in storage. 
Where there is 
danger from freezing set a large tub 
of warm water in the cellar to raise 
the temperature. 
If freezing occurs 
allow the fruit to thaw slowly. 
The farmer who finds it cheaper to 
buy fruit than to raise it usually goes 
without it most of the time. 
Plum trees set from sixteen to twen­ 
ty feet apart will need good, vigorous 
pruning to keep them in bounds in 
later years. 
The ground in the newly set straw­ 
berry bed should be kept stirred and 
rich to enable the plants to go through 
the winter in good shape. 
A simple rule for the arrangement 
of dooryard trees aud shrubs is never 
to set them in straight lines, but in 
groups with curving boundaries. 
An ideal peach orchard location is a 
high, roiling elevation where the very 
best air drainage L obtainable, and if 
the land slopes toward the northwest 
so much the latter. 
Never set peach 
trees in a hollow. 
The man who thinks it is a woman’s 
work to keep a garden going was not 
built on right lines. The garden should 
be considered as important as any 
other part of the farm and treated ac­ 
cordingly. 
Do not bury cabbage until there in 
danger of very hard freezing.

T H E N EED OF HUMUS. 
It is almost characteristic of many 
sections on the Pacific slope long crop­ 
ped to small grains that the soils are 
cold and stiff and resistant and greatly 
in need of a restoration of the supply 
of humus which the soil originally 
possessed. This lack Qf humus lessens 
the capacity of the soil to retain mois­ 
ture, reduces its supply of plant food. 
in the case of heavy soil increases its 
tendency to cement or run together 
and in the case of light soil its tend­ 
ency to drift Its presence in the soil 
means warmth, lightness and friabil­ 
ity, an increase of the supply of nitro­ 
gen and an Increased capacity for the 
retention of moisture. The supply of 
humus may be restored to soU by crop 
rotation, by the plowing under of 
green cover crops and by a liberal 
spreading of barnyard manures. If no 
manure can be had the evidence is 
pretty strong that a type of farming 
should be adopted which will produce 
some. 
If this is entirely out of the 
question green manuring and rotation 
are the other ways out. 


A HIGH PRICED CIGARETTE. 
Probably the most expensive ciga­ 
rette ever smoked was the one lit by a 
member of one of Uncle Sam’s forest 
surveying parties in a heavily Um­ 
bered western state and carelessly 
thrown into a bank of dry ferns. It is 
estimated that $2,000,000 worth of gov- 
eminent and private timber was de­ 
stroyed and several lives Sost before 
this particular “smoke” was conclud­ 
ed. It is easy to suggest how the milk 
might have been kept from spilling, 
but the good horse sense of the super­ 
intendents of such surveying parties 
ought to suggest the same precaution 
with reference to the use of cigarettes 
In timber-dry forests as would be ex­ 
orcised by those employed in and 
about gunpowder factories and ma ga- 
sines.

It Is due to a slime 
mold disease which lives over as a sa ­ 
prophyte in the soil. 
The infection Is 
subterranean; hence spray measures 
are of no avail. 
Crop rotation is the 
1h*st means of avoiding this pest. 
Set 
only healthy plants. 
Infested land 
should not be set again In cabbage for 
several years. 
Ho not use manure containing cab­ 
bage refuse. 
Infection may be carried
